Requests for public hearing shall be in
writing and shall setforth the reasons why a hearing should be held. A hearing will be held if NMED
determinesthat thereis substantial public interest. Afterthe administrative record for a permitting action is
complete and all required information is available, NMED will approve, approve with conditions, or disapprove
the Permit based on the administrative record.

NMED maintains a Public InvolvementPlan (PIP) for each permitting action to plan for providing public
participation opportunities and information that may be needed for the community to participate in a
permitting process.
